Municipal Council 
To Purchase Chemicals 

For ’Hopper Control 

- 

At the March meeting of the 
Council of the Municipal District 
of Vulcan No. 29 plans were made 
to combat a probable serious out¬ 
break of grasshoppers this year. 
According to the forecast map the 
south eastern part of the Municip¬ 
al District is in the moderate in¬ 
festation area, and should weath¬ 
er conditions be favorable to the 
hoppers, it is possible that the out 
break might be severe. Members 
of the municipal council were in 
possession of data from the Field 
Crops Branch of the Department 
of Agriculture in yespect to the 
latest methods of control. Arrange¬ 
ments were made to obtain a half 
a ton of Chloran in the dust form 
and 50 gallons in the liquid form 
for use in dusting and spraying 
machines. This material will be a- 
vailable to farmers at $10.00 per 
gallon or $1.00 per pound. Inform¬ 
ation is that one gallon of the liq¬ 
uid will treat 13 one third acres, 
and 'the.dust will'cover at the 
rate of % lb to the acre. Farmers 
will receive a rebate of the amount 
required to spread the ordinary 
saw dust bait. This will amount to 
$2.00 per gallon, or 20e per pound. 

Plan Weed Control 

Council also made arrangements 
to obtain a supply of weed control 
chemicals for use this year. It was 
noted tha^ more stress should be 
laid on some of the more serious 
noxious weeds such as hoary cress 
and leafy spurge. 

Hospital Board 

A motion was passed appointing 
Mr. John A. Hunzinger a member 
on the Little Bow Municipal Hos¬ 
pital Board to fill the vacancy 
caused by tire failure of the rate¬ 
payers to nominate a candidate at 
the annual nomination meeting. 
Mr. Hunzinger has been on the 
Board of the Hospital District for 
a number of years. 

Road Bans 

A motion was passed authoriz¬ 
ing a committee of two of the 
council to have charge of the plac¬ 
ing of bans on roads this spring if 
necessary. It was noted that the 
road banning regulations had been 
changed, and that Municipal coun¬ 
cils are now responsible for the 
banning of all roads except main 
highways in the District, if and as 
necessary. 

Assessment Appeals 

Council set Tuesday April 5th, 
1949 at 2:00 in the afternoon as 
the Court of Revision to hear com¬ 
plaints against assessments, notice 
of which expired on January 31st 
tjiis year. 

Next Meeting April 4 

Other routine matters such as 
payment of accounts and engaging 
of a graderman were dealt with. 
The next meeting of the counfcil 
will be the statutory meeting re¬ 
quired to be held on Monday, April 
4th, 1949 at 10:00 in the forenoon. 
This will be the first meeting after 
the election of a councillor for 
division 5.

They 
dress in imported furs and have 
custom-built French cars." .

Court Action Re 
Damaged Building 

Alice McLaggan of Calgary, in 
an action started in supreme court 
there, to attempt to compel the 
town of Vulcan to permit her to 
rebuild a store, damaged by fire, 
asks the court to declare the 
building bylaw of the town ultra 
wires. 

The statement of claim said Al¬ 
ice McLaggan'owned a frame store 
at Vulcan which was damaged by 
fire to the extent of $2,800 on Feb. 
19. 1918. The town, it is alleged, 
refused to issue a permit for the 
re-building of the store, and the 
town further demanded the re¬ 
mains of the building be demol¬ 
ished, according to the provisions 
of the bylaw. 

Should Be Removed 
This bylaw said any frame build¬ 
ing damaged more than 40 per 
cent of its value should not be re¬ 
paired but should be removed. 

The plaintiff also asks the court 
to grant her such further relief 
as the court may decide, and costs 
of the action. 

The Town of Vulcan, in a state¬ 
ment of defence, said the bylaw 
was not ultra vires and alleged that 
tht building was damaged to an 
extent greater than covered by the 
bylaw. It asks that the action be 
dismissed with costs.

SODIUM FLORIDE FOR WORMS 
IN SWINE 

One of the most efficient and 
least expensive methods of treat¬ 
ing hogs for worms in the use of 
sodium fluoride, but it ‘should be 
used with care, A. J. Charnetski, 
Livestock Supervisor, Alberta De¬ 
partment of Agriculture warns 
that this chemical is a poison and 
must be used strictly according to 
directions. 

In 1944, scientists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
discovered that sodium fluoride, in 
spite of its poisonous properties, 
could be fed in limited quantities 
to swine without harmful effects. 
It must be used only in dry feed 
and fed at a rate not exceeding 1 
pound of sodium fluoride to 99 
pounds of dry feed. This mixture 
should be fed to the pigs for not 
more than one day at a time. If 
the pigs are not accustomed to dry 
feed, they should be given dry feed 
without sodium fluoride for sev¬ 
eral days previous to treatment. 
t T nder normal conditions for mark¬ 
et pigs, treatments at two differ¬ 
ent times aie sufficient—one 
treatment soon after weaning and 
another treatment two or three

THIS IS IMPORTANT—Sodium 
flouride is a poison. It must,,not be 
used in greater quantities than re¬ 
commended and must be administ¬ 
ered ONLY in dry feed. Six enough 
for one day only so that feed con¬ 
taining sodium fluoride will not be 
fed by accident and thus cause 
poisoning. 

USE THE FANNING. MILL 

A. M. Wilson, Field Crops Com¬ 
missioner, Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, suggests that the best 
way to keep the farm free from 
-weels is to clean the seed at home. 
Although the centralized seed 
cleaning plant is increasing in im¬ 
portance, the fanning mill is still 
one of the most valuable pieces 
of machinery on the farm. 

It is worth money to keep land 
free from Tartarian buckwheat, 
hoary cress, toadflax and any 
number of other troublesome 
weeds that may be introduced as 
a result of hauling grain to an ill- 
equipped plant for cleaning. Mr. 
Wilson warns that there is a wide 
difference between cleaning seed 
and removing dockage. Dockage 
machines are a very Inefficient 
substitute for an establishment 
that can guarantee clean seed. Un¬ 
less such an establishment ls a- 
vailable in the community, the use 
of the fanning mill right on the 
farm will more than pay for it¬ 
self. 

Between 15 and 1$ million bush¬ 
els of grain will be sown In Al¬ 
berta this spring. If the type of 
seed used is similar to that of past 
years we can expect that around 
one-half of this seed will be unfit 
for sowing as a result of weed seed 
content. Weeds are easy to plant 
but hard to destroy. Careful seed 
cleaning will pay dividends.
